The  schools  are  well  supplied  with  books,  but  will  need  about 
the  same  amount  raised  for  the  coming  year.  I  would  recom- 
mend that  we  raise  the  money  for  wood  and  janitor  work  in  a 
separate  amount  from  the  school  money.  Where  it  is  all  in  one 
appropriation  the  superintendent  does  not  know  how  much  he 
has  to  expend  for  teachers. 

The  law  requires  us  to  have  twenty  weeks  in  each  district, 
the  way  the  money  is  raised  now  he  does  not  know  how  much  he 
can  pay  his  teachers  and  after  they  are  hired  how  many  weeks;  it 
is  too  much  guess  work  as  it  is  now. 

We  should  have  more  money  for  schools,  we  are  unable  to  go 
in  the  market  with  other  towns  and  compete  for  good  teachers. 
Poor  schools  are  not  the  fault  of  the  Superintendent  so  much  as 
for  the  lack  of  money  to  hire  better  teachers. 

The  schools  as  a  whole  have  been  a  success.  In  some  cases  it 
would  have  been  better  had  the  teachers  had  the  co-operation  of 
the  parents.  If  all  would  try  as  hard  to  encourage  our  teachers 
as  some  do  to  discourage  them  our  schools  would  be  50  per  cent 
better.
